NEW LAWS FOR 
TRACTION MEN 


County Threshermen w ll Find Inter­ 


pretation of New Requirements of 


Importance. Laws to be Followed 


Closely. 


O wners of traction engines in 
Ad­ 
am s County will be interested to know 
th a t 
S tate 
Highw ay 
Commissioner 
C unningham has issued 
circular 
let­ 
ters to the employes of 
the 
d e p a rt­ 
m ent explaining the recent act 
con­ 
cerning the re gistration 
of 
traction 
engines and tractors, calling their a t ­ 
tention to the inte rp retatio n placed by 
the d ep artm en t upon various clauses 
of the act. 
The act divides traction engines or 
tractors into two classes: First, those 
used exclusively for agricultural p u r­ 
poses, road ,rrading an d transporting 
the machinery and appliances, which, 
when at rest, th ey o p e r a te with their 
own power. Second class, tho se’ used 
for freighting, which includes all haul- 
ng upon the public hig hways, except 
such as a re specified in t h e first* class. 
It is necessary for engines 
of the 
second class to obtain a permit in ad ­ 
dition to the re g u la r license tug 
hut 
the S tate H ig h w ay D epartm ent has in­ 
terpreted “ fre ig h tin g a n d hauling" as 
used in this act, to m ean that a 
re g ­ 
ularly established route is lieing m a in­ 
tained by the op era to r of the engine, 
•is for instance, a 
t e a m s t e r 
hauling 
logs from a logging cam p 
to a 
saw­ 
mill, or stone from 
a 
quarry 
to 
a 
crusher, or freight from the railroad 
station to the d is trib u tin g point. This 
Interpretation gives t h e 
S tate H igh­ 
way Department power to prevent the 
destruction of highw ays by the 
con­ 
tinued use of traction engines which 
will t e a r it apart.

Suggestions are continually flowing 
Into the various offices of the navy de­ 
partment regarding a change in the 
sailors dress, but Uncle Sum pays lit­ 
tle attention to them. 
He has consid­ 
ered the matter thoroughly and has de^ 
tided that no change for tile better 
t-oiihi be made. 
The uniform of the United States 
sailor Is practically the same today aa another of European sovereigns. 
It was when the navy was first organ­ 
ised. 
There have been a few changes 


I i i recent years, the most conspicuous 
of which is the abolition of the knife 
lanyard. The knife lanyard is a white 
braid that was worn around tho sail­ 
or’s net k. oil the end of which was fus 
felted a knife. This knife was kept In 
a bat k jac ket. 
The lanyard was a 
part of the uniform characteristic of 
the sailors for many years back. 
But 
uow that the sailing vessels are no 
longer used In warfare tile lanyard is 
nippily disappearing Iii all countries 
The only form of lanyard used now 
by the United States Is the black silk 
one,, which is worn by the boatswain's 
male. 
'There is no knife on tile end.
